d) Referred to a State Department telegram from Japan stating that the 
Soviet research ship had arrived and had made an announcement concerning 
injurious atomic fallout to its crew as a result of U. S. testing in the Pacific, 
but that the Japanese press had paid little or no attention to the announcement. 
After some discussion it was agreed that unless the Soviets were able to 
work up a successful propaganda play on this point, we would not come forth 
with the counter blast that we have been planning. It was also agreed, how- 
ever, that Ambassador MacArthur should be advised of the true facts in this 
case so that he could pass them on to the Japanese Foreign Office.
